Bv A. Norman Dict rick 
Bt * Tn hnti'lan 
There is still time to how rye 
as a green manure crop on land 
left bare after harvesting late 
crops such as potatoes or com. 
Satisfactory results can be ex­ 
perted 
with 
rye 
planted

time before November t. How­ 
ever, 
the 
earlier 
it 
is seeded 
the better the growth and there­ 
fore the more organic matter Is 
added to the soil. 
While not as effective as rye­ 
grass for cover crop, rye has 
Hie advantage of making satis­ 
factory growth 
when 
sown 
in 
October, while ryegrass should 
fie planted during the last culti­ 
vation 
of 
corn or other 
row 
crops. 
This makes it possible to give 
some measure of protection from 
erosion over the winter months 
to 
land 
that 
would 
otherwise 
be almost devoid of vegetation.
